“If Mayer has signed with the Federal League, I don’t want him,”
says Grifith. “If he hasn’t signed, I'll give him a trial, as I hear he is
a hitter. If he is a free agent and goes to the Feds, that's all right.
It's his own funeral. It isn’t for me to worry about. I expect to hear
some word for him in a day or so. Then I'll know something.”
